William A. Webster, of 
Webster’s Insurance Agen¬ 
cy, has been chosen chair¬ 
man of the drive, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement 
by Robert H. Green, Cham¬ 
ber president. 

The Chamber plans to 
contact local schools, the 
Fire Department and oth¬ 
er groups to aid in the 
drive. The local Kiwanis 
Club is also helping. 

“In observing Fire Pre¬ 
vention Week,” Green said, 
“Sierra Madre takes its 
place with other cities 
throughout the United 
States in carrying on a 
program which will result 
in a safer city in which to 
live.”

Pasadena Humane Society 
receives more complaint calls 
from the Hastings Ranch 
about violations of the “leash 
law” than from any other 
section of the city or Sierra 
Madre. 

So said Emmett Jones, Hu¬ 
mane Society manager, when 
asked his opinion on reports 
that Hastings Ranch is a 
trouble spot. He said a day 
seldom passes without at 
least one or two calls from 
this area, “partcularly the 
upper Ranch.” 

He said, however, that the 
situation has improved some, 
as more fences and walls are 
constructed around new 
homes. 

Although Mr. Jones said he 
had no exact figures on the 
dog population in the Ranch, 
he estimated that 300 or 400 
dogs out of the some 8,500 
in Pasadena, live in the 
Hastings area. 

He said the society keeps a 
record of all dog owners who 
have been issued warnings 
for violation of the leash 
law, and two or three com¬ 
plaints about the same dog 
can lead to a court citation.

John Russell McCarthy, nationally Known poet and a 5 . a t the

Madre News, discussed “Na¬ 
ture Poet in an Urban Age,” 
with readings from McCar¬ 
thy’s poems, at the YWCA 
building before the Pasadena 
section of the Ohio Retired 
Teachers Association. Ray¬ 
mond Pease, Ph.D., of Sierra 
Madre, is president. 

THE SPEAKER cited brief¬ 
ly McCarthy’s youth in his 
native Huntingdon, Penna., 
where as a student reporter 
and then editor of the town's 
newspaper, while still in his 
teens, and in his work as 
forest field agent, ho early 
indicated his bent toward 
combining nature study and 
writing. 

These activities bore tan¬ 
gible fruit in 1918, with the 
publication of his first two 
books of verse, “Out of 
Doors” and “Gods and Dev¬ 
ils.” Of these poems, John 
Burroughs, noted American 
writer-naturalist and literary |&V< 
critic, then in his 81st year, 
wrote: 

"England has produced 
Masefield, and we have pro¬ 
duced John Russell McCar¬ 
thy, who has written the best 
nature poetry since Emer¬ 
son." 

BESIDES SEVEN volumes 
of verse, McCarthy has pub¬ 
lished a book of essays, 

"These Waiting Hills," has 
taught courses in creative 
writing, edited their manu¬ 
scripts for other writers, and 
is editor-in-chief of "Califor¬ 
nia,” the nine-volume edition 
of “California,” concerning 
its history, industries and lit¬ 
erature, by various Califor¬ 
nia contributors. 

Ho is also known locally 
for his many book reviews 
for the Pasadena Star-News. 

McCarthy, a 20-year resident 
of Sierra Madre, at 151 Vista 
Circle Drive, is presently 


working, the speaker said, on 
a book to be entitled “A Let¬ 
ter to My Father,” in verse—

Cover. 

During the dry season, the na¬ 
tural vegetative ground cover of 
any water shed shall not be de¬ 
stroyed or removed more than 
90 days prior to lawful grading, 
use or occupancy of the proper¬ 
ty in accordance with applicable 
ordinances. During the rainy 
season, such ground cover shall 
not be destroyed or removed 
more than 30 days prior to such 
grading, use or occupancy.

Preventing collapse 
of sides of excavations. 

In order to minimize the dan¬ 
ger of collapse of adjacent lands 
into the excavation, the City 
Council shall specify in the per¬ 
mit the permissible angle of 
slope of the sides of the excava¬ 
tion or fill.
